throat or on her arm. Every one has heard 
expressions of this sort frequently used— 
“Madame so and so and her lovely pearls. . .” 

Here, we touch upon a delicate point. Be- 
tween the woman and her ornaments there 
is a subtle relation. Nothing indicates hidden 
preferences like the choice of a precious 
stone or its setting; nothing speaks of the 
personality of the wearer like the amount 
of attraction given or withheld from the 
jewel when it is worn. 


JEWELS AND CHARACTER 


Many jewellers claim that attraction to 
certain precious stones expresses individu- 
ality of character. The taste for rubies sig- 
nified will, energy; for sapphires, balance; 
for emeralds, idealism. The living pearl dies, 
they say, in the absence of some or at the 
contact of other skins; and the opal, so 
lovely in itself, is supposed to be unlucky 
to those not born in the month of October. 

Practically, to-day, jewels represent the 
essential point, the most delicate detail of a 
successful ensemble. Perhaps, in this difficult 
art of perfected dress, the best results have 
not yet been obtained, the most seductive 
combinations not yet made. To be technical, 
the modern flat cutting, “ad poids égal,” singu- 
larly augments the effect of a fine stone. 
One seeks breadth rather than depth. Designs

To all this, there is but one drawback—the enormous prices! And there 
are two sorts of women: favourites of Fortune (how rare they are!) whom 
no consideration stops—and all the others!

At 
Scribner’s on Fifth Avenue, 
one dashes from one treasure 
in the field of sporting litera- 
ture to another. For here is a bewildering number of such books, 
from the volumes that delighted our fox-hunting sires to the new- 
est treatises with the most modern illustrations. Scribner’s, besides 
publishing a large number of the sporting books of to-day, also 
have splendid first editions, whose price, like that of wisdom, 
is above rubies, as well as reprints of the old editions. In this 
last group is a new edition of Surtees, creator of the beloved and 
immortal Jorrocks, which is an exact facsimile of the famous 
old red first edition.

A present for the sporting book-collector 
whose library is so well stocked that to give him another book 
is to run the risk of foisting a duplicate upon him would be 
either of two absolutely new books, one called Racing in 
America, by Bosburg, and the other called, A Handful of 
Leather, by the popular Will Ogilvie, illustrated by the equally 
popular Lionel Edwards. 


MAN of sporting proclivities can not bear to be turned 
out otherwise than perfectly when he goes out with the 
hounds. Many a man’s pleasure has been marred, therefore, on 
a trip to Virginia or the Shires, by the accidents to clothes in- 
cident to travelling. Paramount among these is the harm that may 
come in transit to boots, those hall-marks of sportsmanship. The 
average bag was designed with no thought of boots and never 
provides room enough to contain them, and often it is necessary 
to remove the trees from the boots in packing, which ruins their 
subsequent appearance.

HERE are shops for this necessity, and shops for that 

one, but there is nothing more difficult to find than a good 
shop that deals primarily, or even secondarily, with the little 
gift. The wise woman’s steps toward overcoming this difficulty 
should lead her to “Le Mouchoir”—a shop at 747 Madison Ave- 
nue, which has a variety of amusing solutions to the problem. 
One such solution would be a Lalique modernistic smoke con- 
sumer, which clears the air about a bridge table or other rendez- 
vous of smokers with astounding efficiency. Another is a “cocktail 
basket,” containing shaker, vermouth, bitters, fruit syrup,

These theories find ex- 
pression in the appropriateness of such gifts as a bridge table 
made of tin and covered in kid or a travelling set composed of 
shoe-bag, laundry-bag, bag for make-up, and a rubber-lined 
case for a hot-water bag, all made of beige moire and piped in 
black or red. A new version of an old favourite in the line of 
presents is the superlative candy to be found at Verlaine, in the 
Savoy-Plaza, put up in three sizes of a very French box. 


"pon gifts that combine both chic and a sense of humour, the 
very new liqueur bottles are an excellent choice. These are 
made in Paris by a young artist and are of china, painted to 
resemble figures, the round ball-like stopper being the head. Each 
liqueur is to be kept in its representative bottle. For instance, 
there is a pompous chubby friar in a black robe and cap; an 
ebony mammy with gaudy china skirts; a burly Russian in 
native dress; and a bottle representing Napoleon himself.

LTHOUGH indoor tennis-courts have 
Awe to be a novelty, there is still 
something delightfully unexpected 
about being asked to the country to play ten- 
nis on a snowy day in the dead of winter. It 
gives one the same deliciously satisfactory 
feeling that comes with eating rare and ex- 
pensive fruits out of season—the feeling of 
putting something over! 

Playing on indoor courts used to be more 
of a punishment than a pleasure. They were 
cold, damp, barrack-like places with queer 
light and board floors, and to play the game 
required more luck than skill. Now, quite sud- 
denly, these courts have become perfect in 
every detail—better than any out-of-door 
court has ever been. They have faultless sur- 
faces, no wind, no direct sun, and a tempera- 
ture neither too hot nor too cold. It is no 
wonder that even beginners at the game find 
themselves playing amazingly well. 

LONG ISLAND COURTS 

On Long Island alone, there are eight or 
ten of these tennis buildings (and, consider- 
ing the amount it costs to build one, our 
American prosperity is clearly indicated by 
the fact). Some buildings are constructed on 
a more elaborate scale than others, but, in 


Mr. James W. O’Connor was the architect 
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general, they all have the tennis-court, a living- 
room, dressing-rooms, and, more often than 
not, a swimming pool. They are usually built 
on a sloping piece of land, so that the court, 
which must have a very high glass roof, does 
not tower above the trees like a great air- 
drome. If no hill is convenient, the difficulty 
is overcome by sinking the court into the 
ground. 

On the estate of Mr. Harry Payne Whitney, 
at Old Westbury, there is a tennis building 
which was one of the first to be built on 
Long Island and which, nevertheless, more 


for the building 


than holds its own among the newcomers. 
The big room into which one enters is com- 
fortably furnished with leather sofas and 
chairs, and a bright fire is always burning in 
a huge fireplace. There are dressing-rooms, a 
swimming pool, and a tiny kitchen, so that 
lunch can be served and the entire day spent 
here when the big house is closed. The tennis- 
court is some thirty feet lower than the rest 
of the building and is entered by steps leading 
down from each side of the big living-room. 
The brick walls of the court are entirely 
covered with ivy, giving a real feeling ol 
out-of-doors. 


COURTS AND FURNISHINGS 


Mr. Ralph Pulitzer’s indoor court, shown 
in the photograph at the top of this page, has 
two charmingly furnished rooms, one on the 
ground level and another beneath it on the 
level of the court. Here, there is a big sofa 
where the spectators can sit to watch the 
game. High up around the walls of the coutt, 
Mr. Pulitzer has hung his animal heads, shot 
on various big-game expeditions, thereby 
making a decorative use of these trophies, 
which many struggle to acquire and then have 
an even greater struggle to place.

that is, perhaps, the most attractive that has 
yet been built. The photographs on page 9} 
show the well-lighted court and a room 
charmingly furnished with Early American 
antiques. The arrangement is very much the 
same as in Mr. Pulitzer’s building, with the 
living-rooms on two different levels. In addi. 
tion, there is a very fine swimming pool and 
most attractive of all, a tiny bar, complete 
with Early American bar necessities. 

The Harrison Williams’s tennis building is 
not yet entirely furnished, but it is going 
to be very complete and perfect. Built far 
out of sight of the house, the building could 
be of any height, so all the rooms are on 
practically the same level. The court is en- 
tirely made of brick, beautifully domed, and, 
on the inside, a clever arrangement of wooden 
latticework does away with all echo 
rather annoying fault in any court. There is 
a big swimming pool filled with salt water, 
which is pumped in from the Sound and 
filtered several times en route. 


INDOOR TENNIS COSTUMES 


Some people still feel a little uncertain as 
to what is the correct costume for indoor 
tennis. In general, one can say that there 
are two kinds of indoor tennis games—one, 
real tennis, and the other, what might be 
called the English house-party variety, which, 
in case the term is ambiguous, is the sort of 
tennis that sixteen or twenty people play on 
one court just before and just after tea. For 
this type of tennis, no very definite costume 
is required, as the nature of the game does 
not necessitate getting overheated. One would 
be correctly dressed in any comfortable light- 
weight sports clothes that one happened to 
be wearing at the moment. Supposing, for in- 
stance, that you had motored down from 
town wearing a Paris trades costume of a 
light-weight tweed skirt with a jersey and 
cardigan to match, or a pleated crepella skirt 
and jersey, or a kasha skirt and top—any 
of these would do quite well. You would only 
need to slip on a pair of short wooilen socks 
over your stockings and put on tennis shoes 
in order to be correctly dressed. 

On the other hand, for energetic tennis, one 
must have a change of costume, and one 
might just as well change into the proverbial 
white, which, after all, is admitted to be the 
smartest and most becoming for the tennis- 
court. A sleeveless tennis dress is seldom 
worn in the winter, but there are no argu- 
ments against “woolly whites’”—jersey, an- 
gora jersey, crepella, ondamoussa, broadcloth, 
and cashmere costumes.

TWO IRELANDS 


On one occasion came my turn to confess. 
All around me the air was dark with Indian 
Princes, who were here for the autumn con- 
ference. Aletto moved about us noiselessly. 
The sun poured in from the Green Park. The 
many Americans were wishing they had al- 
lowed more time for London. 

“I have been in Ireland,” I said, “for the 
first real season they have had since the War. 
Just as I found Germany ideal for airplane 
travel, so the new concrete roads of Ireland 
are perfect for motoring, for there are such 
pleasant, hospitable houses to visit and so 
little traffic. There are now two Irelands. One 
18 run socially from Mount Stewart, the lovely 
eighteenth-century seat of the Londonderrys, 
and Barons Court, the Duke of Abercorn’s,

and the other is very southern and is run from 
Lismore Castle, the enormous stronghold of 
the Devonshires, who let it last year to the 
Benjy Guinnesses. Once more, it is correct 
to pay Irish visits en route to Scotland, and, 
at times, there seemed quite a procession from 
the south, where the Ossorys have amusing 
parties at Kilkenny Castle, to the north.” 

In my Minerva, I made my way down to 
Limerick and the Shannon power-house, which 
seemed the largest thing since the Panama 
Canal. We passed Castle Forbes, one of the 
most luxurious houses in Europe, where the 
Granards live en prince when they are not 
in their other equally splendid houses in 
Halkin Street, the rue de Varennes, or New 
York. It is strange that, with all the wealth 
of to-day, so few live in splendour. (Perhaps, 
the modern spirit votes it a bore). On we rode 
south, meeting no one, past Lord Lascelles’s 
home, to the Shannon works, where we found 
a German village, for German ingenuity is 
building this giant plant. 

Next day, we went to Dublin, along a 
road that passed vast park walls and lodge- 
gates, in time to attend the first night of a 
brilliant new play, by Brinsley McNamara, in 
Dublin’s famous little art-theatre, the Abbey 
Theatre, where most of the Shaw and Synge 


and O’Casey plays first saw the light. The 
wonderful Sara Allgood, as great an Irish 
actress as Mrs. “Pat,” recited, and the little 
theatre (once a morgue!) shook with ex- 
citement. 


AN IRISH LUNCHEON 


Lennox Robinson, who manages the theatre 
with W. B. Yeats, the poet, carried us off 
to lunch next day at Jammet’s, one of 
Europe’s best restaurants. It was crowded 
with gourmets and wits. Lord and Lady 
Ossory had a party at the next table. The 
sole and grouse were divine. This little 
Dublin restaurant is so prosperous that it 
now controls my favourite hotel in Paris, the 
Bristol in the faubourg Saint-Honoré. But 
my thoughts went back to a luncheon I once 
gave to Evan Morgan and Augustus John in 
Jammet’s old building, now torn down, where 
one entered through the most perfect bar in 
the world, very lofty and grand and golden, 
and up a dark staircase to a mirrored room 
that was a blend of Laperouse, our London 
Eiffel, and the heavenly Lhardi, in Madrid. 

It was with difficulty that we removed 
the street-arabs, who had crawled over the 
Minerva, and sped through Pheenix Park to 
the American Legation, a most charming 
house that Mrs. Sterling has made more de- 
lightful than ever. Here, we were told of the.

E are informed by those who pre- 

sume to know that every fourth year 

the theatre suffers an autumnal de- 
pression; they lay the blame on the public’s 
absorbed interest in the national election. 
That is a plausible explanation of the frightful 
mortality among plays produced thus far this 
season. But, in my opinion, another thing is 
at least equally responsible—the wretchedness 
of the plays themselves. Every year, a 
lot of odds and ends manage to get tossed 
on the metropolitan stages before cool 
weather arrives. I can recall no season 
in which the product has been so consis- 
tently poor. 

Those who choose our dramatic fare seem 
muddled—or, perhaps, they are only conserva- 
tive. It may be because violent drama has 
been the prevailing vogue recently that they 
cling to the idea that only violence is and will 
continue to be the vogue; because the more 
vulgar and syncopated comedies have been 
the most prosperous among the lighter enter- 
tainments, a large proportion of the comedies 
they present are vulgar and syncopated. That 
the public to-day quickly rejects all but the 
best of such dramas and comedies seems to 
mean nothing to the managers; they go their 
plotted way regardless. My respect for the 
public grows daily. 


“THE CHERRY ORCHARD” 


O one who strolls down to Fourteenth 
Street on an evening when the Civic 
Repertory Theatre is playing Tchekov’s “The

Cherry Orchard” can fail to be impressed by 
that public, thrilled, a bit reverent. He will 
see an energetic, fiery, intense throng milling 
in the foyer, grimly intent on getting into the 
auditorium—a swirling, jostling, fighting, ex- 
pectant mass of humanity that once inside 
suddenly changes; it becomes the quickest, 
most eager, and intelligent audience to be 
found on Manhattan Island. This appre- 
ciative audience is worthy of the finest 
acting, and to merit is given merit. 

Alla Nazimova and Tchekov are the attrac- 
tions. After a decade in the motion-pictures, 
she returns to the stage to enact Madame 
Ranevsky, one of the most delicate, subtle, 
finely tinted characters in modern tragedy. 
The pictures have left no mark on Madame 
Nazimova. Not only does she not posture,

make her movements seem to follow the 
commands from a megaphone, strive visibly 
for effect, but all the ease, the flow, the nice 
shadings she once possessed and that screen 
acting so soon kills, she has retained.

There can scarcely be higher 
praise than that, for “The Cherry Orchard” 
is among the few great tragedies of the 
world theatre.

“GODS OF THE LIGHTNING” 


AXWELL ANDERSON, the most in- 

4 cisive American dramatist, author of 
“Saturday’s Children” and, in collaboration 
with Laurence Stallings, of “What Price 
Glory?”, has pooled his talents with those of 
Harold Hickerson and produced a drama 
that follows faithfully the general outline of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case. The dramatists show 
only the victims’ side of the case. The judge, 
the prosecuting attorney, the police, all the 
authorities are depicted as coolly and con- 
sciously willing the execution of the two 
laborers, resorting to blackmail, distortion, 
Suppression, and allied crimes in order to 
obtain the kind of testimony they desire. The 
case Is represented as “fixed.” Because of the

one-sidedness of the argument, my companion 
called it “a play for adolescents.” Certainly, 
unless you take indignation over the real case 
with you to the Little Theatre, a great part 
of the drama will be lost. 

There will, however, be abundant thrills. 
The “railroading” of two innocent men to the 
chair, their friends and the beloved of one 
hoping against a contrary conviction that 
there will be a last-minute reprieve, even as 
they wait for the execution—such things, 
when handled with any skill, never fail to be 
stirring. And “Gods of the Lightning” is ex- 
traordinarily stirring. As drama. For, if you 


bring reason to bear on it, you will rapidly 
reject it—one side can not be altogether 
black and the other spotless white; things 
do not line up like that. 

The play as a play is considerably cluttered. 
There is much intrusion of stuff about stars, 
signs, and such, a babel of confused dialects, 
a wholly extraneous scene that anticipates the 
line the trial is to take and to some extent 
softens its sting, a last act overtheatrical in 
some respects, under in others, a prosecuting 
attorney who runs his words together so that 
much. of what he says is unintelligible. But, 
also, there is Anderson’s poetic illumination, 
and, besides, there are Leo Bulgakov, who 
acts magnificently, Charles Bickford, and 
Horace Braham, all of whom give beau- 
tiful performances. Sylvia Sidney is most 
uneven—when she is good, she is very, 
very good, and, when she is bad, she is 
amateurish.

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NQUESTIONABLY, a growing inter- 
| | est in sculpture is in the air these 

days. The Brancusi, Epstein, and 
Maillol exhibitions were the sensations of 
recent art seasons. Although five years ago, 
only the most sophisticated collectors added 
the work of these sculptors to their collec- 
tion, to-day a collection that does not in- 
clude a piece of modern sculpture is regarded 
as a somewhat limited expression of aesthetic 
appreciation. 


THE BRIC-A-BRAC SCHOOL 


It has been an American tradition, ap- 
parently, to collect pictures and to regard 
sculpture as the special province of public 
monuments. Dealers have not shown 
modern European sculptures, nor 
have museums collected them, with 
the result that the American art 
lover has not shared in the twentieth- 
century renaissance in sculpture that 
has occurred in Europe. Long after 
American collectors had graduated 
from brown photographs of old mas- 
ters to acquiring prints and modern 
paintings, ivory and green patined 
plaster casts of the “Victory of 
Samothrace” or Barye’s “Walking 
Lion” persisted. Adventures in col- 
lecting did not extend to sculpture, 
and small wonder, when one con- 
siders the low ebb that contem- 
porary ornamental sculpture had 
reached in this country. Sculpture 
galleries in American museums were 
only a few steps ahead of the bronze 
and Carrara marble departments of 
silversmiths and jewellers. In fact, 
when a piece of ornamental sculp- 
ture was wanted, it was the custom 
to select it from such a department. 
As the buyers in these departments 
were seldom au courant with con- 
temporary tendencies and rarely 
had an eye for plastic quality, the 
selection was confined to classic or 
renaissance reproductions or banal 
salon successes and their American 
equivalents. 

The growing interest in sculpture 
is not, however, to be interpreted

as a one-sided awakening on the part of 
the public to the fact that good modern sculp. 
ture exists. An increasing amount of good 
sculpture is being produced. Supply and é. 
mand are keeping pace with each other, the 
supply having an important influence upon § 
the demand. There is a definite tendency on 7 
the part of young American talent to e- 9 
press itself in plastic mediums. It is alla | 
part of the phenomenon known as modem 
art. Modern sculpture is an outgrowth of 
modern painting; the same _ simplification, 
the same insistence upon an architectural 
building up of form, the same emphasis upon 
design distinguish both modern sculpture 
and painting. To enjoy Cézanne and Picasso 

Is to enjoy modern sculpture. When painting 
was enjoyed for purely aesthetic 
considerations, then sculpture was 
liberated from the emotional and 
naturalistic limitations imposed 
upon it by the school of Rodin. It 
could exist for itself as a finely con- 
ceived piece of form, irrespective 
of whether it symbolized human 
emotions or ideas. 





FOR AMATEUR COLLECTORS 


Although the dealers, in response © 
to this situation, are now showing 7 
modern sculptures, the examples 
are chosen largely from the studios 
of the famous. It requires no adven- 
ture in connoisseurship to apprec- 
ate a Bourdelle or a Despiau. 
Furthermore, the prices asked for 
them are commensurate with their 
fame. The amateur collector who 
wishes to add a piece of modem 
sculpture to his collection can, how- 
ever, find abundant material from 
which to make a selection among 
the younger, lesser-known talents.

FIRMER FOUNDATIONS 


What was true several years ago is even 
more so to-day, when the tightly swathed 
hip-line has made a firm foundation the 
first requisite of a truly smart appearance. 
The loveliest figure in the world needs a 
support of some sort, if only a slight one, 
as is shown by many of the mannequins 
of Paris, who are required to wear girdles 
despite their perfect measurements. And it 
is a well-known fact that many physicians 
consider that all women, even young girls, 
should wear a light corset of some sort to 
ensure proper support through the diaphragm. 

Madame Binner is well known for her 
girdles and brassiéres, which she makes only 
to order, as her theory is that every figure has 
its own distinctly individual lines that must 
be suited. The “Corsaide,” which 
is her own version of the corse- 
lette, as well as her girdles and 
brassiéres, are designed to be 
worn next to the skin, so as to 
give the best results, and, conse- 
quently, they are made so that 
they can be easily laundered or 
cleaned. The ““Next to Nothing,” 
which is shown at the right at the 
bottom of this page, is an excel- 
lent example of this type, being 
of net over a girdle of fine poplin 
and quite devoid of bones. This 
will roll up and fit neatly into a 
little box, as all her corsets 
are “foldable.” 

Although these corsets may 
look alike in the hands, they do 
not act alike on the body, each 
one embodying certain special 
features. One ingeniously cut 
model has solved the problem of

the sway-back woman by being cleverly held 
out in the back, thus concealing any hollow. 
For the woman with a heavy bust, Madame 
Binner has made a wonderfully successful 
brassiére, low-cut in back, that buttons onto 
the corset, avoiding any wrinkle around the 
waist. This is shown at the right on page 142. 
But, it is important to remember that an 
expensive corset does no more good than an 
inexpensive one if it is wrongly put on, and 
the greatest care should be exercised in ad- 
justing it, pulling it well up over the stomach 
and down in back. 

One of the strongest advocates of the 
corselette is Madame Marthe, of Paris, at 
Saks-Fifth Avenue. She has one model with- 
out bones so dextrously cut that it uplifts the 
figure. Besides being good for the silhouette, 
these corselettes are really extremely attrac- 
tive in appearance. They are made of a fine 
transparent flesh coloured étamine that is as 
strong as the heaviest brocade, but as light 
as a zephyr. Some are irimmed with incrusta- 
tions and bindings of poplin in the modern 
manner, while others are edged with écru 
lace, and there are still others covered with 
all-over lace, which gives a particularly dainty 
effect. An example of each of these is shown 
on page 113. These corselettes are cut 


sufficiently low in back to permit the wear- 

















ing of evening gowns with a deep décolletage 
Isabelle Campbell is a corsetiére who has 
very definite theories on both girdles and 
brassiéres. She has made a study of the low- 
cut brassiére, which is such an important item 
in the modern wardrobe. Both girdles and 
corselettes should be tailored in appearance 
she feels, and she has very attractive boned 
corselettes of peach brocade, like the one 
shown at the lower left on page 113. When 
bones are used, they are often put in at an 
angle slightly different from the usual one, 
which gives a new line. Madame Campbell 
has a series of corselettes of fine light poplin 
developed in amusing colours, such as robin’s 
egg-blue or apple-green, with pipings in a 
contrasting colour. Of course, these may be 
had in the more usual flesh-pink. : 


CORSETS IN THE FRENCH MANNER 


In response to this increased interest in 
corsets of the French type, Jay-Thorpe has 
recently imported some new and very interest- 
ing custom-made models. They have found 
that corselettes and girdles are equally popv- 
lar, the older woman generally preferring the 
former on account of the smooth unbroken 
line it gives her, while the younger woman 
chooses a narrow girdle and, if necessary, a 
brassiére. The one exception to 
this is their special corselette of 
lace, which is a great favourite 
with younger women for wear 
with evening gowns. It is cut 
very low in the back and is fin- 
ished with a ruffle around the 
bottom, so that undergarments 
are reduced to a minimum with 
it, a very great advantage in this 
day of the moulded silhouette. 

For the woman with the rather 
heavy figure, the same shop has a 
very effective specially designed 
corselette consisting of a lace 
brassiére and a girdle of surgical 
elastic. They consider this sur- 
gical elastic most important and 
use only the very finest French 
quality, relying on it and the 
skilful cutting of their models to 
take care of any fat.

(6 servings) 


1 level tablespoonful 
Knox Sparkling

Gelatine 1/4 cup currants

LOBSTER CHOPS 


Two tablespoonfuls each of butter and 
flour are melted together in a saucepan 
and allowed to bubble for about a 
moment. Three-fourths of a cupful of 
rich milk is then added, and the mix- 
ture is stirred until it is thickened and 
smooth. Next, one cupful of lobster cut 
in small pieces is lightly stirred in, 
after which the mixture is removed 
from the stove, and seasoned to taste 
with pepper, salt, a dash of cayenne 
pepper, and a drop or two of onion- 
juice. This is then spread on a platter 
and allowed to become cold, after 
which it is moulded into small “chops,” 
which are dipped in fine crumbs, then 
in seasoned beaten egg to which two 
spoonfuls of cold water are added, 
again in crumbs, and then fried in hot, 
deep fat. A small section of lobster 
claw is inserted in each “chep,” and 
they are then arranged on a hot chop 
dish, garnished, and served. ‘These may 
be prepared the day beforehand, if one 
wishes, and fried just before they are 
served. These make a very delicious 
fish course, and this amount makes six 
chops. Lobster chops are also attractive 
for a main course fora simple luncheon. 


GARNISHING THE TURKEY 


The turkey at this Christmas dinner 
is stuffed with chestnut dressing and 
roasted slowly and thoroughly. For 
the garnish, tart, mellow apples are 
cored, and the cavities are filled with 
sugar and a bit of butter, and the 
apples are baked. These may be baked 
the previous day and reheated. They 
are arranged in a ring around the tur- 
key when it is served, and small crisp 
sausages, fried in pairs, are placed in 
a V shape over each apple. This is an 
old Irish recipe, and the apples and 
sausages make a delightful accompa- 
niment to the turkey.

PLUM PUDDING 


This recipe is for a very rich pud- 
ding, which may be steamed in three 
containers, one of which may furnish 
the Christmas dessert, while the other 
two will prove welcome Christmas gifts 
or will keep almost indefinitely for 
future use. 

One pound each of bread-crumbs 
from stale loaves and chopped suet are 
combined and added to one and one- 
half pounds each of seeded raisins and 
currants, one-half pound each of citron 
and candied orange-peel, and one pound 
of figs. All of the fruit should be 
coarsely chopped. One large cupful of 
dark brown sugar, one teaspoonful of 
salt, three-fourths of a nutmeg, grated, 
one-half teaspoonful of cinnamon, and 
a pinch of clove are combined with the 
well-whipped yolks of eight eggs and 
added to the first mixture, together with 
a wine-glassful of white grape-juice or 
one of the excellent sherries that stand 
the hostess in such good stead.

Four other productions of the fort- 
night are to be highly commended, but 
solely because of individual perform- 
ances. Laura Hope Crews, Fay Bain- 
ter, Will Rogers, Harpo Marx—each 
has a talent unrivalled by any con- 
temporary.

“OLYMPIA” 


HE piece in which Miss Crews is 

appearing at the Empire was 
written by Molnar and adapted by 
Sidney Howard. I do not know how 
much or how little Howard altered the 
original. As it stands, “Olympia” is an 
anecdote spread thinly over three acts; 
it seems unable to decide on its own 
nature—whether it is farce, comedy, 
caricature, satire, burlesque, or pa- 
thos—, attempts to be something of 
them all and becomes nothing. It starts 
with a ridiculous premise and ends out 
of key, if so vacillating a thing can be 
said to have a key. 

Miss Crews is the princess who, to 
prevent her daughter from marrying a 
man of whom she does not approve, 
induces the girl to lie, practically to 
blackmail the Captain of Hussars 
whom she loves (it proves a boom- 
erang). Miss Crews tries at first to play 
the impossible role seriously, finally 
gives up, and resorts to flat farce. Even 
under such adverse conditions, her 
position as first comédienne of our 
stage is not imperilled. Her zest, her 
resource, her technical proficiency, her 
infectious gaiecty, her warmth and 
tenderness come through brilliantly as 
always.

The group of sculptors chosen to il- 
lustrate this instalment of advice to 
amateur collectors is, with the ex- 
ception of Jane Poupelet and Robert 
Laurent, known only to indefatigable 
gallery frequenters. Those most inde- 
fatigable of gallery frequenters, the 
critics, have brought back the verdict 
that they are talents well worth 
watching. 

Renée Sintenis, whose small bronzes, 
“Rearing Colt” and “Reclining Fawn,” 
are reproduced on page 101, is one of 
the outstanding figures in contempo- 
rary German art. Her reputation rests 
almost entirely upon her delightful 
bronzes of young animals, which she 
presents with a sympathetic, whimsical 
appreciation of their long-legged un- 
gainliness.

Wheeler Williams and Roy Sheldon 
are young American sculptors living 
in Paris, who will have their first 
American one-man shows this season. 
Single examples of their work have 
been shown from time to time in group 
exhibitions. On these occasions, art 
lovers have been impressed by their 
individual interpretation of the modern 
formula and their capable handling 
of materials and processes. Wheeler 
Williams was the youngest competitor 
in the Pioneer Woman monument com- 
petition. Roy Sheldon’s emphasis upon 
mass and his simplification of form 
give his work its quality of modernity, 
an effect achieved without stylism and 
emptiness. “The Ice Bear,” executed in 
both bronze and marble, is illustrated 
on page 148 and will be shown in his 
exhibition at the Weyhe Galleries. It 
measures seven inches and sells for 
about one hundred and fifty dollars. 

Wheeler Williams’s point of view is 
frankly decorative, and a sensitive ap- 
preciation of plastic form saves his 
work from tending toward a mannered 
modernity.

Message of the Christmas Seal 


URING the Yuletide season, 

there is no guest at any hearth 
that deserves a heartier welcome than 
the bright little Christmas seal. Al- 
though it changes from year to year 
(this time, it is transformed to a daunt- 
less white ship scudding past a sky of 
brilliant blue), it is recognized with 
pleasure wherever it goes. 


WHAT THE SEAL ACCOMPLISHES 


It is chiefly from the sale of the 
Christmas seal that the National Tuber- 
culosis Association derives the funds 
to carry on its work. From the begin- 
ning—and that was twenty-one years 
ago—, the Christmas seal has been a 
medium of great educational signifi- 
cance. Through it, either as purchasers 
or workers in the campaign, millions 
of people have learned of the nature 
and prevention of this disease; com- 
munities have been aroused to a deeper 
study of their individual and public- 
health problems; and the nation as 
a whole understands more fully the im- 
portance of tuberculosis as a general 
health situation. 

But the organization work is not 
so well known. Communities are in- 
fluenced so that institutions, nurses, 
health officers, dispensaries and other 
agencies may be supported through 
public funds and operated through of- 
ficial channels. The total value of the 
agencies brought into existence, largely 
through the Christmas seal sale, is in 
the neighbourhood of one hundred and 
seventy-five million dollars, and their 
annual maintenance cost is over forty 
millions. 

Nor is any of this vast expenditure 
in vain. Tuberculosis, in its earlier 
stages, is known to be curable. The 
task remains to bring this fact home 
to the countless doubters, many of 
whom are too discouraged by misinfor- 
mation or ignorance to attempt to help 
themselves until it is too late. The fatal 
cases of this disease are frequently the 
result of ignorance or fear, and, in 
their place, it is the purpose of the 
Christmas seal to substitute knowledge 
and a brave heart. 


LEARNING TO BE HEALTHY 


One of the chief factors that allows 
the germ to attack our systems is 
the simple truth that people will not 
take care of themselves. To take ra- 
tional care of one’s own health seems 
to be quite outside the understanding 
of an amazing number. But health, in 
gereral, is being brought to our atten- 
tion every day through vast tracts of 
national advertising, which urge the 
delights of long hours of sleep on beds 
of peculiar comfort; inform us how 
much less nerve-racking life would be 
if we would plan it with the magical 
aid of a certain clock; and specify in- 
numerable foods for our greater bodily 
strength, shoes in which we may ex- 
ercise from dawn to dusk without 
fatigue, and tooth-pastes that will 
ensure our health and charm for years 
to come.

and decorated with modernistic brown 
stripes on a misty white background. 
It is shown near the lower right in the 
group at the top of this page. This 
might subsequently be put to the task 
of holding handkerchiefs. A round 
wooden box, colourfully painted with a 
floral design and rimmed in bright 
red, is big enough to keep crisp and 
fresh one’s chiffon flowers or to pro- 
vide, in the weeks that follow Christ- 
mas, a bedside receptacle for cookies 
and is shown almost 1n the centre of 
the sketch at the top of this page. These 
two boxes may be found at Macy. 

Stern has some amusing little French 
boxes that would be welcome messen- 
gers of Christmas for children and are 
small enough to be stuffed into a 
stocking. One, the head of a sailor with 
a woolly red fluff on his cap and the 
inscription “Navigator,” might be filled 
with marbles or candies, as might be 
another with French insignia painted 
on it and its shape that of a drum, 
and this will surely graduate to the 
grownup world as a cigarette box. It 
is shown at the lower right at the top 
of this page 

Lord and Taylor has a charming box 
by Jessie L. Rector, square and 
wooden, with a glass top under which 
is painted a bucolic scene. Its theme 
colours of mauve and grey are beauti- 
fully blended, and the inside is lined 
with a tiny patterned paper like wall- 
paper. It is shown at the upper right 


in the sketch above. Also from Lord 
and Taylor is an inexpensive composi- 
tion box, about five inches square and 
three inches high, cream coloured and 
dotted in blue, on the top of which is 
a charmingly quaint picture of an old- 
fashioned lady.

A mysterious thrill, usually at- 
tendant on grab-bags, may increase the 
excitement of receiving a box like this 
if to each gift is attached a card, ona 
long ribbon hanging outside, with the 
recipient’s name on it. Then, all the 
gifts may be unearthed simultaneously. 
This box subsequently will be dis- 
played on the foremost closet shelf 
with femininity’s new hat guardedly 
safe within it. 

And all of these boxes—if they are 
not to travel by mail—may be delivered 
guiltless of paper, but firmly tied with 
gauze ribbon, broad and fluffy as to 
bow, or narrow and crisply perky, ac- 
cording to the size of the box it holds.

WHAT THEY 


By DAVID CORT 


HAT difference does it make 

whether we review Max Beer- 

bohm’s latest book, “A VARIETY 
OF THINGS” (Alfred A. Knopf)? Any- 
thing we can say is so much lily 
gilding, here where every prospect 
pleases and only criticism is vile. This 
latest pronouncement by His Magnifi- 
cence will probably gain him no new 
readers, but the ones he already has 
will suffice him, and it is simply the 
duty of the district captains to get out 
the whole vote. The book opens with 
an author’s foreword, which, in turn, 
opens with the deathless sentence, “I 
am an unexciting writer.” This simple 
little line is exactly the kind of thing 
that drives the millions frantic with 
delight, each of whom nurses the il- 
lusion that he and he alone appreciates 
the peculiar quality of Max Beerbohm. 
Eee! Eee! they cry. Me and Max, how 
we would enjoy each other. The fact is 
that the adjective “unexciting,” though 
it is the wrong one, gives a clue that 
critics have missed to the ineffableness 
of Beerbohm. He is most consummately 
an unexcited writer. He is calm. He 
snubs his audience. He snubs every- 
body. He isn’t very much impressed by 
it all. And, marvel of marvels, he has 
included in this latest book an imagi- 
nary portrait of a man who acts out in 
politics something very much like Beer- 
bohm’s own literary method. “T. Fen- 
ning Dodworth” is his name (—we 
think; the book is not at hand), and 
the sketch is a masterpiece. Note also 
the funniest piece in this collection, a 
one-act play involving a hero who is 
caught cheating at cards. It is superb. 
The idea of it is so obvious that it is 
hard to believe it has never been done 
before. But, unhappily, ideas like this 
waste their fragrance on some desert 
air until Beerbohm and only Beerbohm 
comes along to pick them. There are 
also included several of his nursery 
fables, ““The Dreadful Dragon of Hay 
Hill” for one. We liked them, but then, 
of course, we'd like a time-table if 
Beerbohm had written it. 


BUT NOT GENIUS 


UR contemporaries are acclaim- 

ing Virginia Woolf's “ORLANDO” 
(Harcourt, Brace and Company) as 
the work of unequivocal genius. They 
are inducing in themselves all the feel- 
ings that they suppose the contempo- 
raries of Shakspere and of Keats to 
have had. This department recom- 
mends “ORLANDO” unqualifiedly to your 
attention, but we must confess that 
the book began in us no such trans- 
ports as the critics are advertising. 
We were, in fact, disappointed. Vir- 
ginia Woolf has at her command an 
imposing set of critical sensibilities, 
and she most consummately knows 
how to write the English language. But 
the only thing one asks of genius is, 
if we may. say so, a sense of alive- 
ness. Critical sensibility and beautiful 
writing are not enough and have, in 
fact, nothing whatever to do with the 
process of forcing upon the reader 
a recognition of an abounding life in 
the author. There should, therefore, 
be no ambiguity about the title of 
genius. The individual reader either 
gets the effect or he doesn’t. For him, 
the individual writer either is or isn’t 
a genius. Q. E. D.: For us, Virginia 
Woolf is no genius. Taking “oRLANDO” 
as it stands, however, it is a most per- 
fect and remarkable work. The author 
asks you to accept the fact (and if 
you're willing to play ball with her 
at all, this shouldn’t be hard) that 
her hero is a hero and alive in 1588 
and a heroine and still alive in 1928. 
He-she goes through the intervening 
three hundred-plus years having ad- 
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ventures that approximate the Ge 
of the Age—that is, of the re a 
and sequential Ages, Curiously ' 
the adventure that gives one thew 
mysterious thrill and remaing .

emergency, the Lucerne Vanity 
contains all the ingredients ofa 
successful appearance — powder 
compact, rouge and lipstick, as 
well as an extra compartment 
for bills, a latchkey, cigarettes 
or what have you!—A gift the 
smart woman will appreciate. 

The Terri Lucerne, a slim vanity 
retailing at seven dollars and fifty 
cents, comes in ripple black set with 
marcasite, or with modernistic floral 
design in enamel.

(This is not intended for Mark Twain 
and Whitman; but it holds for Jack 
London and Bret Harte.) Now, some 
thirty years after, comes a man whose 
books are acclaimed by the professors 
as giving off the authentic thunder of 
the American old masters. And when 
we look more closely, we find that this 
man’s own similarity to the above- 
named old masters is that he, like 
them, doesn’t know how to write. He 
feigns the violence that, with them, was 
better than style, was in fact super- 
style, for it said what they intended to 
say almost in spite of them. But this 
latter-day Samson has violence, and 
very little else. Thus, Jim Tully, whose 
“SHANTY IRISH” (Albert and Charles 
Boni) has just been published. As a 
matter of fact, there is much amuse- 
ment to be had from it. Tully is the 
accredited world’s champion in the fab- 
rication of what is known as “tall 
talk.” He can talk taller and wider 
than any one else this side of the 
Mississippi. The jaw falls, and the 
eyes pop at some of Tully’s tall talking 
(literarily speaking). A mincer of 
words like Thornton Wilder is prac- 
tically inaudible in the vicinity of 
Tully, who has never minced a word 
in his life. Some people like this kind 
of thing. “Bully for Tully!” is the 
cry. (Bully can be pronounced as 
rhyming with Tully, or Tully pro- 
nounced as rhyming with bully, or 
both versions can be tried again and 
again, thus providing a soothing little 
obligato to the reading of the book.) 
The book is a series of anecdotes ap- 
parently concerned with the author’s 
family, chiefly his grandfather, all of 
whom are described most unfilially as 
a prime collection of Celtic scamps. 
The tall talk is applied to such of the 
higher functions of man as drinking, 
fighting, and hanging. 


SATIRE 


LIZABETH MApox Roserts, fol- 

lowing two enormously _ seri- 
ous novels, “THE TIME OF MAN” and 
“MY HEART AND MY FLESH,” produces 
now a kind of satire, “JINGLING IN 
THE WIND” (Viking Press). Miss 
Roberts is a shrewd and seeing woman, 
and her appraisals of life and things 
are at least interesting, and she is able 
to write most beautifully in the English 
language; hence, this latest book is 
incapable of being bad or even medi- 
ocre. It is, in fact, a most extraordinary 
book. This so serious and self-con- 
scious artist has simply thrown into 
one book a potpourri of jokes, anec- 
dotes, ballads, songs, and snatches, and 
called it a satire. She has written some 
extremely funny and some extremely 
beautiful passages, some of the latter 
probably finer than anything in either 
of the two previous novels. Her method 
has a curious relationship to that of 
“Alice in Wonderland,” but it is much 
nearer to the form that Robert Nathan 
currently employs, as in “The Wood- 
cutter’s House” and, most recently, 
“The Bishop’s Wife.” A welter of an- 
alogies suggest themselves, but they 
are all slightly inaccurate. Even those 
who like Mr. Nathan’s ironical fictions 
may not like this. Mr. Nathan is artis- 
tically very thrifty, no one could be 
more sparing in the use of words or 
of ideas. The dagger point flashes 
cleanly and briefly, and vanishes. But 
Miss Roberts in “JINGLING IN THE 
WIND” is inordinately opulent,—she 
often throws in more than is necessary 
and, at other times, skims over and 
blurs her ideas. She exercises all the 
prerogatives of genius. There is also 
in her literary manner something pe- 
culiarly childish. The observation is in- 
tended as flatteringly as possible.

This book, however, like 
Vanity Fair, does not confine itself to 
American artists; indeed, it represents 
the American delegation most inade- 
quately. It draws its chief distinction 
from such masters as Arthur Schnitz- 
ler and Thomas Burke. The two en- 
tries by the first and the one by the 
second are unquestionably the best done 
things in the book. There is, how- 
ever, a brilliant piece by Aldous Hux- 
ley and some excellent, though highly 
coloured, writing by Louis Golding. 
Among the Americans, Sherwood An- 
derson is practically alone in the first 
rank, though Jim Tully has a dramatic 
piece, and Faraday Keene, a “discov- 
ery” of Vanity Fair, has entered 
some turgidly melodramatic, but effec- 
tive stories. It is. undoubtedly, a book 
to be dipped into; read _ straight 
through, it has a deadening effect. The 
plan, probably inevitable, of arranging 
all the stories by one writer consecu- 
tively is most unfair to the writer, as 
well as the reader. It reveals most 
tellingly that the law of diminishing 
returns operates at its most inexorable 
with such delightful (one at a time) 
trivia as the stories of Corday, Mor- 
and, Colette, et al. 


VARIATIONS ON A THEME 


“ OSTUMES BY EROS,” by Conrad 
Aiken (Charles Scribner’s Sons), 
is a collection of stories whose only 
unity is that they are all, as the title 
suggests, preoccupied with the manifes- 
tations of love. They are excellent; 
they are the work of a genuine crafts- 
man, but one whose restraint is, like 
that of one of his heroines, a little 
too conscious. He applies to the lady’s 
kind of restraint the adjective “gin- 
gerly,” and the word will do also for 
his own. The lines go along in a not 
unpleasing monotone, and then the 
author raises his voice slightly and a 
little nervously as he pronounces one 
word. This is also to indicate that 
there is a kind of artistic sentimental- 
ity underlying the whole proceedings. 
The characters are conceived of as 
a shade more important than they ever 
prove themselves to be, their feelings 
and apprehensions and intuitions flut- 
ter back and forth with almost as 
much self-importance as though they 
were AEschylean tragedies. But the 
method of their presentation is as re- 
moved as possible from the Greek. Mr. 
Aiken does not attempt a classic com- 
pleteness. The atmospheric element of 
his stories is a mist in the middle of 
which two or more characters come 
suddenly together, so that they are 
seen with disconcerting clarity, they 
come to life for the purposes of fiction 
for one moment, and pass on again 
into limbo. It is all seen as drama 
in a steam-room, and, indeed, Mr. 
Aiken undeniably obtains his effects. 
It did not seem to this reader that the 
phrasing of these stories was markedly 
original—there are echoes of influences 
audible in Mr. Aiken’s rhythms and 
idiom.

If it is ever possible to know 
him, we may know him through this 
book. “LEONARDO THE FLORENTINE” is 
unquestionably one of the most im- 
portant and beautiful books of the 
year, and it is confidently recommended 
with every sweeping superlative within 
and beyond our reach. 

Second only to this is D. B. Wynd- 
ham Lewis’s “FRANCOIS VILLON” 
(Coward-McCann). It opens with an 
admirable introduction by Hilaire Bel- 
loc. It is possible that the spirit of the 
Florence of Leonardo can be caught 
by a woman, but the Paris of Villon 
is obviously and necessarily reserved 
for a man. Mr. Lewis has done it, 
without waste or overstatement, and 
with an enormous amount of concealed 
scholarship. If Mrs. Taylor’s is the 
perfect biography of Leonardo, this 
is equally the perfect biography of 
Francois Villon. It is an extraordinary 
season when two such books appear 
together. The only solution is to get 
them both. 


FORSAN ET HEC OLIM... 


HE mass of current biographies 

of every one from Tamerlane to 
Jim Fisk has as its companion-piece 
an equal mass of non-fiction that 
flourishes on the outskirts of straight 
biography or history. These “publish- 
ing ideas,” as they are called, are what 
fatten publishers’ catalogues, give em- 
ployment to an army of amateur 
scholars, and spring at a few months’ 
notice out of any thesis that will loosely 
hold together a more or less synthesized 
collection of rakings out of the past 
or present. At its worst, this kind of 
thing is capable of a more uninspired 
futility than anything else that comes 
to mind. At its best, of course, it is 
the “Eminent Victorians” of a Lytton 
Strachey or, on a lower order, “The 
Great American Bandwagon” of 
Charles Merz or, at the moment, the 
“FORGOTTEN LADIES” (J. B. Lippincott 
Company) of Richardson Wright. Mr. 
Wright began with an idea that was 
somewhat less than astounding: to 
disinter from the life of America some 
forgotten romances and to pitch the 
stories of these obscure ladies against 


the backgrounds that overshadowed 
them. The undeveloped idea is potenti- 
ally good, bad, or indifferent, but, 


as it happens, it has proved the basis 
of a most amusing book. For one thing, 
the author has taken ladies who have 
not deserved their oblivion and whose 
histories have considerable point. His 
presentations of their tragedies and 
comedies are thoroughly documented 
and have the rare excellence of picking 
out with dramatic and revealing lights 
and shadows the varying locales and 
periods. He tricks the reader with a 
story, and a good one, and unobtru- 
sively slips in a tactful cargo of local 
colour. There is the story, for example, 
of the Indian “Princess” who was 
taken up by the court of Louis XV. 
and married one Captain DuBois who 
took her with him to his post in the 
Louisiana of the early eighteenth cen- 
tury with disastrous results. There is 
the story of the early American theatre 
and that John Henry who was the 
amorous doom of three out of four 
sisters. There is the story of John 
Wesley’s skittish dealings with a Sa- 
vannah lady and of the adventure’s 
reflection in the “Discipline of the 
Methodist Church.” And so on. The 
collection may properly be compared 
with Hergesheimer’s “Quiet Cities.” It 
is not the work of a consummate stylist, 
but, on the other hand, these simple

OTORING days have come, 

when parties, meeting at some 
inhospitable English inn, regret the 
good foods, the wines, the willing ser- 
vice of French inns and recollect some 
bourgeois country house, say Ville- 
neuve, by Avignon, where, as by magic, 
at a moment’s notice, a five-course 
luncheon is served by a kindly host— 
a luncheon that includes freshly caught 
trout, a superb steak, and local cheeses 
of renown. 

Granted that the English innkeeper 
will not serve truite au bleu because 
we happen to arrive, nor stock Cham- 
bertin 1915 for a few shillings a bottle, 
what are the chances of a motor-tour- 
ing party alighting upon, if not fine, 
then adequate hospitality ? 

If, by “‘alighting,” one means that the 
party is touring some part of England 
and, by actual chance, is to find an inn 
that will live up to a good reputation, 
then the chances are practically nil. 
Lovely old beamed inns they will find, 
but a stuffy room where cold ham, no 
sort of salad, boiled potatoes, pickles, 
and cheese are more or less thrown at 
the guests is probable. True, one rec- 
ollects a tiny inn at Newlyn where good 
things followed one another with start- 
ling rapidity, but that is of the stuff of 
miracles, not every-day life. 

But if, by “alighting,” the motor 
party means a descent upon an inn or 
hotel in accordance with a plan, then 
there is reasonable chance of comfort, 
good food and good drink, night by 
night, provided the picturesque small 
inn is abandoned in favour of actual 
hotels.
